Lieut. Waterman is riding in ad­ 
vance of th e troops, making th e camp­ 
ing arrangements and looking after 
oth er matters|essential to th e comfort 
of th e soldiers wh ile on th e march . 
He wore a brown kh aki uniform today 
and attracted considerable attention 
as h e walked about th e streets with 
Congressman Watson, arranging for 
th e soldiers’ visit to Rush ville. 
“ Oar Command left Fort Th omas, 
Saturday evening,” said Lient. Water­ 
man, th is morning, 
‘‘and 
camped 
Saturday nigh t at Ch eviot, O , six 
miles out of Cincinnati. 
Tiie com­ 
mand consists of th e Th ird battalion 
«—-of th e Fourth Infantry , with th e band,

Th e battalion is composed of Compan­ 
ies I, K, L, and N., and th e entire 
commandry numbers about two h un­ 
dred men.

It will th en march to th e 
grounds west of th e L. K. & W. Depot 
wh ere sinks will be dug ami a camp es­ 
tablish ed. 
We h ave forty five h ead tf 
h orses with us and th ey will be prtq ier-

stabled.

day ligh t, 
Friday 
morning, 
th e command will break 
camp and march § to Morristowr.

nex t camp will probably be establish ed 
at Blue River paik. 
All soldiers, off 
duty , will be allowed to com> to y our

Th e Th ird battalion is in command 
of Major Jolin F. Tilison, th e soldier 
wh o 
distinguish ed h imself by 
h is 
bravery in th e march of th e Powers 
upon Peping, Ch ina, in 1899, and wh o 
a fterwa rds became privost marsh al 
of Peking immediately after its occu­ 
pation. 
Major Tilison at th at time, 
was with th e Fifth Infantry . 
Th e Fourth Infantry is one of th e 
oldest regiments in th e regular army . 
It saw service in th e War of 1812, in 
th e Mex ican war. in th e Civil war. 
among th e Indians, during th e ’7 0’s, 
ui 
Cuba, and in th e Ph ilippines 
About, a y ear ago it returned from 
four y ears’ service in th e last named 
Islands. 
Its ranks, as fast as th ey 
h ave th ined, h ave been recruited and 
th e gallant Fourth h as made more 
great soldiers perh aps th an any oth er 
regiment in th e army . 
It is th e regi­ 
ment in wh ich General Grant first en­ 
listed.

Rev. W. W. Sniff, in a sermon Sun­ 
day nigh t at th e Main Street Ch ristian 
ch urch , on th e subject, “ Is th e World- 
Growing B etter,” impressed h is audi­ 
tors with th e fact th at it is to be con­ 
ceded th at th ere are a great many con­ 
ditions in th e present day th at seem 
to indicate th at th e world’s moral 
condition is not improving. 
Illustra­ 
tive of th is, Rev. Sniff called atten­ 
tion to greed for money and th e grasp 
ing disposition ex ercised in present 
day business meth ods, th e corruption 
in pnblic office and th e apparent; spirit 
of lawlessness th at prevails. 
“ Th e people nowaday s,” said Rev. 
Sniff, “ are living rapidly and th e age 
h as developed into one of indepen 
dence of restraint. 
Th is h as been ap 
parent, particularly in th e disregard 
of th e civil and criminal law’s of th e 
country . 
Th e trouble is th at th e law 
lacks majesty 
in th e minds of th e 
people. 
“ Th is discouraging 
view* of 
th e 
world grows out 
of 
a 
superfieia1 
knowledge 
of 
facts. 
For instance 
th ere h ave alway s prevailed th ese con 
ditions to a greater or less degree, but 
th e greater publicity given to th ese 
th ings in th e present day and th e rais­ 
ing of th e world’s ideals h ave directed 
unnsnal attention to th ese conditions. 
And th e very fact th at we see th em as 
we do is a sign th at th ere h as been an 
improvement in pnblic sentim ent.” 
Taking np th e argument on th e 
affirmative side of h is subject. Rev. 
Sniff contended fh at th e elevation of 
woman to h er proper place in society , 
th e recognition of h er righ ts in h old­ 
ing property and th e protection th at 
th e law gives h er in every way —wh ich 
is a very late recognition—proves th at 
woman is now superior to woman in 
th ose conditions in wh ich sh e h as been 
placed before and likewise proves th at 
th e world is gotting better. 
“ Th e unfortunate classes 
of 
so­ 
ciety ,” th e 
speaker declared, “ are 
better cared 
for 
today . 
Th ey are 
looked after more sy tematically and 
wisely . 
An instance of th is is sh own 
in wh at h as been done in th e cities 
th rough th e 
abolition of tenement 
h ouses, and th e establish ment of public 
parks, play grounds and 
tree pnblic 
bath s. ” 
Rev. Sniff emph asized especially th e 
general increase in th e spirit of ch ar­ 
ity and th e establish ment of sy stemat­ 
ic pnblic ch arity , and called atten­ 
tion to th e fact th at in 1893, $29,000,* 
(XX) was given to 
ch arity , wh ile in 
1903, $107 ,000,000 was devoted to ch ar 
ity . 
New York City , alone, h e said, 
pay s ont $50,000,000 for ch arity an 
nually . 
“ Th e ready response th at th e civil 
ized world gives to people stricken in 
disaster,” th e minister said, “ sh ows 
largely incresed kindness in th e h earts 
of m en.” 
In th is connection. Rev. 
Sniff 
mentioned 
th e San Francisco 
earth q uake and fire and th e Galveston 
flood and oth er disasters, especially 
famines th at visited India and Japan. 
Th e increased kindness, Rev. Sniff 
said, was unq uestionable proof th at 
th e world is growing better. 
Th e minister closed h is sermon by 
calling attention to th e improvement 
and purification of literature in th e 
present day and sh owed h ow th e deep­ 
er knowledge of th ings, togeth er with 
th is improvement in mind, th rough 
better literature, , is likewise proof 
th at th e world is growing better

As president of th e Indiana State 
Health Board. Dr. I. Henry Davis, of 
Rich mond, h as sent out circular let­ 
ters to auth orities of every city and 
town in th e State, urging th e im port­ 
ance of Ix iking after th e purity of th e 
milk supplj. 
Th e 
circular in part 
say s: 
“ Th e diarrh oeas and most of th e 
intestinal disorders from wh ich peo­ 
ple suffer in th e summer time 
are 
caused by food poisons. 
Th ese poisons, 
called tox ins, are elaborated by fer­ 
ments, wh ich grow lux uriantly in h ot 
weath er. 
Most ferments 
(microbes) 
produce h armless compounds in foods. 
For instance, 
th e lactic 
ferment 
produces lactic acid in milk. 
Lactic 
acid is not h armful to h ealth , but, 
on th e contrary , as ^found in butter­ 
milk, it is'wh olesome, 
it is th e tox in 
producing ferments 
we must fear. 
Th e seeds of such ferments are every ­ 
wh ere, but especially wh ere unclean* 
linens ex ists. 
A simple ex periment 
will illustrate. 
Place veal loaf or ch icken salad, 
wh ich are made of th e best material 
in th e most cleanly way , in dirty 
refrigerator and let th em stay th ere 
two or th ree day s. 
Th ey w ill become * 
poisonous nine times ont of ten and 
will cause intestinal pains, vomiting 
and diarrh oea in nearly every one wh o 
eats th em. 
Milk collected in an un­ 
cleanly manner and not immediately 
cooled becomes poisonous. 
Milk con­ 
taining a small amonnt of tox ins will 
rarely make adnlts sick, bnt an infant 
may be killed by it, and h undreds of 
infants are annually killed in Indiana 
by dirty milk. 
Th e majority of cases of ch olera in- 
fantnm are caused by milk poisons, 
and so are most of 
th e 
infantile 
diarrh oeas. 
From th ese facts it is ap­ 
parent th at th e “ summer complaints” 
are 
not 
my sterious 
visitations of 
Providence, but are th e result of our 
ignorance or of onr neglect 
to be 
practical and to apply to every day life 
th e facts discovered by science. 
It is 
not enough for science to discover 
truth s, it is for th e people individual­ 
ly or th rough pnblic auth orities to 
make th em practical by using th em. 
Th erefore th e State Board of Health 
appeals to all city and town governing 
auth orities to take th e very sensible 
and economic step of regulating th e 
milk supply of th eir respective cities 
and towns to th e end th at sickness 
and death caused by dirty milk may 
be prevented. 
Th e State Board of Health is pre­ 
pared to analy ze milk, water, foods, 
drugs, etc., free of ch arge 
Th e dairy in wh ich milk intended 
for sale is placed and kept must be 
a separate aud special apartment used 
solely as a dairy . 
Bach dairy sh all 
be at least twenty feet from any stable 
or pig-sty e or any refuse lieap. 
It is forbidden to deliver consumers 
milk over twenty -four h ours old, ex ­ 
cept in th e case of milk wh ich , with in 
eigh t h ours after milking in summer 
and twelve h ours in winter, h as been 
sterilized at 220 degrees Fah renh eit, 
It is forbidden to take ont of th e 
milkman’s establish ment-: 
1 — Any skim milk, even if only 
partly skimmed, unless it be contained 
in cans, jars or bottles bearing th e 
inscription “ skim m ilk,” in letters 
not less th an an inch in h eigh t. 
2 — Any milk to wh ich any foreign 
substance h as been added, especially 
th ose called “ preservatives.” 
3—Any milk not containing at least 
3 6 per cent, of batter and 9 per cent, 
of oth er solid elements, or h aving a 
proportion of wat< r ex ceeding 88 per 
cent. 
4—Any milk wh ose smell or flavor 
betray s any fecal contamination, and 
th e niilb sh all be delivered to th e con­ 
sumers in th e same condition as it 
was wh en it left th e milkman’s estab­ 
lish ment, unless th e ch ange in th e 
condition of th e milk consists solely 
in its pasteurization or sterilization 
by h eat in an intermediate establish ­ 
ment between th e producer and th e 
consumer, th e installation and opera­ 
tion th ereof h aving been found suit­ 
able by th e h ealth auth orities of th e 
pla ce where th e milk is consumed.
